Thirty-seven of the seventy-nine passen- 
gers on the Dix were rescued. The Jeanie 
was not injured in the least by the col- 
lision. 

The Dix, bound from Seattle to Port 
Blakely, had been steaming for fifteen 
minutes along with the Jeanie when the 
collision occurred.

‘I am an out-and-out optimist, and 
nothing will prevent me from continuing 
so to the eng of my life.”

“The Daughters of Men” is distinctly 
a play of Charles Klein’s own and indi- 
vidual school, Qualities marking his pre- 
vious success “of ‘“*The Lion and the 
Mouse”’ exist here, perhaps more delib- 
erately emphasized and more skillfully 
combined. 

The audience was completely carried off 
its feet by the bigness of the thing 
the ingenious use of tremendous dramatic 
crudities, by the cumulative power of the 
emotion, The playwright showed a won- 
derland of almost-reality, not always 
artistically convincing in its extremes, 
but dealing most potently with real and 
convincing economic issues. The specta- 
tors appreciated the honesty of the effort, 
the humanity of the underlying philoso- 
phy. 

In brief, the drama may be described 
as founded on the conflict between labor 
and capital, with largely drawn types 
and tense situations employed in exposi- 
tion of the tale. The hero, John Stedman, 
is a young lawyer of good family, who 
has become a convert not to Anarchy, but 
to the ideal Socialism. 

He has fallen in love with the sister of 
a self-centred and utterly selfish type of 
capitalist, but the girl is fortunately of 
his own calibre. Louise Stolbeck, on the 
other hand, is ‘‘a daughter of the peo- 
ple,’ the child of an illiterate and anar- 
chistic member of the ‘*‘ Federated Broth- 
erhood.”’ Grace Crosby cannot gain the 
consent of her wealthy family to her mar- 
riage with a “ demagogue.”’

AMERICAN TO WED CALVE. 


Is Said to be Rich and Blind—Prima 
Donna May Give Up the Stage. 


PARIS, Nov. 19.~—The vague rumors 
which have been circulating here for sev- 
eral days to the effect that Mme. Emma 
Calvé was betrothed to a rich American 
and would never again appear on the 
operatic stage are apparently confirmed. 

Last night, having quietly let her apart- 
ment, the singer left Paris for a long 
period, after confiding the news of her 
betrothal to a few intimate friends and 
demanding a pledge of secrecy regarding 
the name of her future husband. Mme. 
Calvé’s servants said she went away 
with her fiancé. 

The whole affair is shrouded in mys- 
tery and romance. The future husband 
of Mme. Calvé is described as a rich 
American artist, passionately fond of mu- 
sic, who for a long time has never missed 
a performance of Mme, Calvé, but who 
until recently had not sought an intro- 
duction. Just at the time when the 
American decided to ask for Mme. Calvé’s 
hand in marriage an accident to an elec- 
tric apparatus caused him to become 
blind, the last vision before he lost his 
sight being the face of the singer. 

Upon the return of the couple to France 
next Spring, it is said, Mme. Calvé and 
her husband will install themselves in a 
chateau, where a theatre similar to Ade- 
lina Patti's theatre at Craig-y-Nos, 
Wales, will be built for Mme. Calvé and 
her friends. 

The news of Mme. Calvé’s approaching 
marriage has created a sensation in mu- 
sical circles, although there is considera- 
ble skepticism as to whether she has de- 
cided to end her operatic career. Gil 
Blas calls attention to the fact that she 
has signed a contract to create the lead- 
ing role in ‘“‘Mary Magdalena” at the 
 -e Comique in March. 

n response to a telegram adilmegsed to 
Mme. Calvé at her chateau, in the De- 
partment of Aveyron, her secretary wires 
that the prima donna will sail to-morrow 
on a prolonged cruise ang that she de- 
clines to make any communication to the 
press. 

Though it has been impossible to get 
any definite confirmation of the report 
that Mme. Emma Calvé has become en- 
gaged to a blind American, the story 
from Paris does not seem to be without 
foundation. Mrs. Baskerville, who has 
been Mme, Calvé’g operatic coach for 
twelve years, and who is probably her 
closest friend in America, says that 
“there is a man in the case.”’ 

Mrs. Baskerville, though reluctant to be 
interviewed on the subject, last night 
gave what information she had. “I ar- 
rived in New York from Paris a month 
ago,’ she said. ‘‘ When I was in Paris I 
did not see Calvé, but a mutual friend, a 
gentleman, told me that she was on an 
automobile tour through the south. 

“Another mutual friend—this time a 
woman—had something to say about an 
American who was paying attention to 
Mme. Calvé, but it was understood that 
she had not then decided one way or the 
other. It seems inconceivable that he 
could have been following her round the 
world for several years, as some of the 
papers have stated, because I had never 
heard of any such person until a few 
weeks ago, and I must almost inevitably 
have been acquainted with the facts. 

“I cannot say positively whether the 
American of whom our mutual friend 
spoke was blind. Somehow it seems to 
me that according to her story he had 
something the matter with his eyes.”’

THOMPSON-SETON FIGHTS 
ELECTRIC ROAD INVASION 


His Noted Wild Animal Home 
Sought by the New Haven Line. 


ITS CHARTERS QUESTIONED 


Samuel Untermyer Retained to Take 
the Case to Court—What the 
Thompson-Seton Place Is. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GREENWICH, Conn., Nov. 19.—Mrs. 
Ernest Thompson-Seton will start to- 
morrow on the Kaiser Wilhelm II. from 
New York, to join her husband in Eng- 
land, that the two may devise means for 
preserving their estate from invasion by 
a three-track electric road, planned by 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company. 

Ernest Thompson-Seton is the artist 
and author of stories of animal life and 
has been prominent as a lecturer. His 
wife, who was Grace Gallatin of San 
Francisco, is a book designer, author, 
and song writer. 

Their home has been one of the show 
places of the State, a place where wild 
birds might gather in safety and boys 
from everywhere enjoy outdoor Ife tn 
the wildest sort of surroundings, camp- 
ing out under the title of “the Seton In- 
dians.”* 

The news that the railroad company in- 
tends to have the Seton property con- 
demned has been sorrowfully received 
here. It is realized that if the road 
comes through the birds must be scared 
away and the fun of “ the Seton Indians ”’ 
spoiled forever. 

Already petitions are being sent out to 
the various communities of the State, 
warning legislators of what may happen 
ito them at hext election time if they and 
the Railroad Commissioners vote to give 
the right of way through the Thompson- 
Seton estate to the railroad. Samuel Un- 
termyer of New York has been engaged 
as attorney for the Setons. It is under- 
stood here that he will urge that the 
charters under which the New Haven 


Road hopes to obtain access to the Seton 
property have expired. These date back 
to the later sixties. The charters came 
into the possession of the road, it is al- 
leged, as speculative properties. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan bought up on an overdue 
note the control of the New York & 
Greenwich Company and turned this over 
to the railroad now seeking to use it, and 
the control of the other road, the New 
York & Bridgeport, was obtained through 
the purchase by the New Haven Road of 
a note for $3,600. 

With these as the warrant for the right 
of way, the road has made two previous 
attempts to find a route, both of which 
were abandoned. The first was to run 
through Port Chester. The opposition 
was such that it was next planned to cut 
through the Anderson estate. This also 
failed. Then it was decided to run 
through the Thompson-Seton estate, al- 
though there is adjoining and vacant 
property on the market. 

The first that Mr. Seton heard of the 
plan to invade his estate was last June, 
when he wrote a letter of protest to the 
railroad company. To this it replied 
early in November, while Mr. Seton was 
lecturing in England. It is in answer to 
this communication that Mrs. Thompson- 
Seton has engaged Mr. Untermyer to look 
after their interests, and sails to-day for 
Europe. Mr. and Mrs. Thompson-Seton 
will return for the Christmas holidays, 
by which time they hope that the railroad 
will have found it convenient to seek an- 
other route to Greenwich for its eéectrio 
road, 

Mr. and Mrs. Thompson-Seton some 
years ago bought a tract of land, 150 
acres, a mile and a half from Greenwich. 
It is in a valley crossed by many brooks, 
which make it a natural watershed. On 
this property it is estimated they have 
spent $300,000 in improvements, making 
it the wildest sort of country. A great 
dam was built after ten Islands had been 
constructed in the territory, which they 
planned to make into a lake. On the isl- 
ands log cabins were built and overlook- 
ing them the splendid stone home of the 
Thompson-Setons. The dam being com- 
pleted, thé waters backed into and formed 
the artificial lake, so that the ten made 
islands were surrounded by deep water. 
The trees were not cut down in the sub- 
merged land and these made convenient 
rocsting places for wild fowl. 

No cats were allowed on the estate, and 
all the animals that prey on birds were 
exterminated. Wild celery and the marsh 
grasses on which migratory birds feed 
were planted and flourished, so that the 
Thompson-Seton place was soon a harbor 
for all migratory fowl—wild geese and 
ducks of every kind. With the passing of 
the seasons the birds knew the spot as 
one of safety and refreshment. 

The Thompson-Setons and almost every- 
body in Connecticut took pride in what 
was commonly a of as ‘150 acres 
of the wildest Adirondacks transplanted.’ 
In the Summertime the_ ten 
swarmed with the Seton “ Indians,’ 
boys of many clubs camping out.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Frederick A. Tritle. 


PHOENIX, Arizona, Nov. 19.—Frederick 
A. Tritle, Governor of Arizona from 
1882 to 1885, died in this city yesterday, 
aged 73 years. He was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, studied law, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1855. In the same year he re- 
moved to Des Moines, Iowa, where he 
began the practice of als profession. In 
1859 he emigrated to the Pacific Coast 
and settled in Carson City, Nevada, in 
1860. In 1868 he became President of the 
Belcher Mining Company, which position 


he filled until 1868. In 1866 he was elect- 
ed to the State Senate of Nevada, and 
was re-elected in 1868. In 1871_he was 
nominated by the Republican Party of 
Nevada for Governor, and, being defeat- 
ed, was appointed Governor of Arizona 
Territory by President Arthur the next 


year.

CITY TREASURY ROBBED, 
ELLISON TELLS HAFFEN 


Scheme to Make the Municipality 
Repurchase Houses Exposed. 


LAW’S AMENDMENT ASKED) 


| 
Corporation Counsel Points Out the | 
Way to Prevent Fraud In 
the Future. 


Corporation Counsel Ellison, tn a letter 
to Borough President Haffen, charged 
yesterday that frauds were being perpe- 
trated against the city in that borough 
and calling upon him, as Executive of the 
Bronx, to do all in his power to break up 
a practice which was robbing the City 
Treasury. ‘The Corporation Counsel de- 
clared that the system of fraud was be- 
ing carried on through the improper 
workings of a city ordinance which he 
had heard, he wrote, had been drawn up 
in Mr. Haffen's office. He appealed to 
the Borough President to have the ordi- 
nance amended by the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The frauds against which the city's law 
officer protests tnvolve the purchase by 
the city over and over again of houses 
which are condemned itn the process nec- 
essary for the opening of new streets. 

The plan has been simple: A house in 
the path of a projected street is con- 
demned by the city, purchased at a price 
fixed by the Condemnation Commission- 
ers, and then sold at auction, generally 
at a large loss. The same house is 
moved to another section, which, its own- 
ers know, will soon be cut up Into streets, 
and once again the city finds the house 
in the path of its improvements, Again 
the wheels of the law grind, the prop- 
erty is condemned, the city buys it in 
and sells it at a real sacrifice. 

This has occurred countless times. One 
old shack of a house has been turned over 
time and again itn this way until the city 
had paid enough for it to bufld a score 
of houses several times its value. * 

It is to strike at this fraud that the 


Corporation Counsel has calle@d upon Mr. 
Haffen to do all in his power to aid him. 


Ordinance Is at Fault. 


As Mr. Ellison sees it, dangerous pos- 
sibilities lie in an ordinance passed by 
the Board of Aldermen in July, which tn 
part reads: 

No person shall remove or cause or it to 
be removed or shall aid or assist in big 
any building into, along, or across any s# 
avenue, lane, alley, or public place in the Bor- 
ough of the Bronx, in the City of New York, 
without permission of the President of the 
Boson, under the penalty of $250 for each 
offense. 

Mr. Ellison desires Mr. Haffen to co- 
operate in having the ordinance amended 
so it will provide: 

“The permission of the President of th 
ag borough may be granted or refused 

by him in his discretion.” 

There {s some mystery as to how those 
who have ‘been profiting by the house- 
moving business know Jusk, where new 
streets are to be cut through Mr. Elii- 
son believes that with the ordinance 
}amended so that the Borough President 
may be given an opportunity to examine 


| into the merits of each application for re- 


moval, and therefore be responsible for 
every removal, the raids on the City 
Treasury may soon be_ stopped. The 
amended ordinance would put the whole 
thing up to the office of the Boro a 
President, and its head would in effect 

morally bound to inspect or investi ate 
every application, and, where he finds 
unworthy motives, refuse permission. 


The Letter to Mr. Haffen. 


The subject is set forth in a letter from 
the Corporation Counsel to Mr. Haffen, 
from which the following are extracts: 


The opening of streets and development of 
the Bronx has created a apneroney a new indus- 
try to the detriment of the city, which con- 
sists of buying houses on property taken and 
then transporting these houses to vacant prop- 
erty which is known to be about to be acquired 
by the city. 

The house having been once paid for LR aid 
for again at the new location, is bo in 
again and removed to another site to ac- 
quired by the city, is then paid for again, and 
so on indefinitely. 

This scheme was originally practiced in con- 
nection with Dagens y ~ for acquiring prop- 
erty for aqueduct and reservoir purposes and 
the improvement of the watershed, and has 
been found quite troublesome and expensive to 
the city. 

It apparently is now proposed under protec- 
tion of the ordinance in question to conduct 
this business in the Borough of the Bronx. 

1 need not say that it is your duty to oppose 
to the fullest extent the perpetration of what 
really is a fraud upon the city, and not to as- 
sist in such a scheme nor permit its accom- 
plishment if you can prevent it. 

In reply to your communication I have to 
say that I advise you not to issue any permit 
under circumstances easily to be believed that 
the proposed removal of a house is in further- 
ance of a fraudulent scheme to place it upon 
other property which Is to be taken by the 
city and which will cause the city to pay over 
again the value of this house already paid for.
